Paste You Can Eat 

Hummus at Gogo’s Pizza and Kabab 


P izza gets top billing at Gogo’s 
Pizza and Kabab, which is a 
little weird because its pizza is 
just so-so. If you ever find your¬ 
self at that weird little takeout counter in 
Costa Mesa, you want to be ordering from 
the kebab side of the menu. 

The containers there are as they should 
be, piled to the breaking point with per¬ 
fectly cooked basmati, charred veggies 
and meat so juicy you have to be careful 
not to let it accidentally slip down your 
throat. But the best quadrant is reserved 
for hummus. It’s a pool of garbanzo 
beans, garlic, tahini and lemon juice so 
wonderful you won’t believe you got it 
from a place connected to a liquor store. 
The paste initially seems unassuming, 
especially next to the hunks of meat, but

it shimmers slightly from the olive oil 
poured on top. The longer you stare at 
it, the more it calls to you, telling you to 
spread some of it on the pita bread you got 
with your order. 

And it’s good that you’re using pita 
because the hummus is what you want 
to taste. Rich from the oil and garlic and 
smooth but bright from the lemon, why 
would you want to weigh it down with a 
heavier bread?

Sayuri Nigori Sake at 
Kotobuki Sushi 

K otobuki Sushi in Laguna Hills is one 
of those neighborhood sushi bars 
that reminds me how far we've come in 
embracing sushi into our stomachs and 
our culture. It was recommended to me by 
a friend who isn't Asian, and when I ate 
there, I didn't see any Asian faces any¬ 
where in the restaurant except those of the 
people who were cutting the fish. Kotobuki 
Sushi has been around 25 years, though 
not exactly in this spot, but rather a few 
yards away in the same plaza as Break of 
Dawn. The landlord relocated both of them 
to this location a few months ago to make 
way for apartments. And here Kotobuki will 
stay for probably another 25—or until its 
head sushi chef/owner decides it's time to 
hang up his knives. 

You'd be wrong to assume Kotobuki 
doesn't offer omakase (it does). And when 
you do order it, you should wash it down 
with what seems to be the house drink: the 
Sayuri Nigori Sake.

It comes in a pink bottle so kawaii, I was told 
a friend of a friend ordered it here because 
she thought it would taste like Hello Kitty 
and strawberries.

It's the sweetness that hides an ABV 
of 12.5 percent, but it still goes very well 
with anything you eat here, even the most 
delicate fish. 

Despite the sweetness, it finishes as 
clean as a thinner. At some point, you 
wonder how some Calpico would taste as 
a mixer. But that would be a waste. Some¬ 
where around the second shot, you'll get a 
hint of coconut milk and—wait a sec, yes— 
strawberries. Or is that pink label playing 
with your head?

Ten Films to Look for in 2015 


A s critics busy themselves 

drawing up lists and handing 
out awards, it seems time at 
last to look ahead. Here are 
the 10 films to get excited about over the 
year to come.

1. JAUJA 

Revered Argentine filmmaker Lisandro 
Alonso returns after 2008’s exquisite 
Liverpool with Jauja, his most astonishing 
film yet. While no less oblique than its 
predecessors, Jauja finds Alonso working 
for the first time with an international 
star: Viggo Mortensen, an intriguing 
wrinkle in the director's minimalist 
approach. Mortensen plays a Danish gen¬ 
eral adrift in the badlands of 19th-century 
Patagonia, and his wearying travails 
form the bulk of the action. A cryptic and 
formidable work, to be sure, but an alto¬ 
gether mesmerizing one. 



2. HARD TO BE A GOD 


VIENNALE 


Aleksei German’s staggering, singular 
film, his sixth and last, premiered at the 
Rome International Film Festival in 2013, 
several months after the Russian direc¬ 
tor’s death. Now another year has elapsed, 
and it has finally secured distribution and 
the promise of an early-winter theatrical 
release. Hard to Be a God tells the story of 
Don Rumata (Leonid Yarmolnik), a scien¬ 
tist from the near future on a fact-finding 
expedition to another planet—one that 
resembles Earth as it was 800 years ago, 
at the cusp of the Renaissance. A genius 
among barbarians, Rumata is doomed to 
endure the savagery of the Middle Ages. 
But his pain is our pleasure. 


3. BLACKHAT 

Michael Mann returns this January 
with his first feature since 2009’s poorly 
received gangland caper Public Enemies. 
Blackhat stars Chris Hemsworth as Nich¬ 
olas Hathaway, a jailed “blackhat” hacker 
offered a reprieve in exchange for his 
help against a notorious cyber-criminal. 
That’s a rather ludicrous premise for a 
thriller, perhaps, but the main attraction 
of a Mann film has always been aesthetic: 
The film’s announcement trailer offered a 
glimpse of the spectacular digital vocabu¬ 
lary he began to develop with Collateral 
and mastered with Miami Vice, and we 
eagerly await a better view.

4. QUEEN OF EARTH 

Alex Ross Perry follows up this year’s tre¬ 
mendous Listen Up Philip with Queen of 
Earth, a psychological thriller produced 
by indie veteran Joe Swanberg. Described 
by the director as his “miserable women” 
counterpoint to Philip’s story of volatile 
men, Queen of Earth stars Mad Men’s Elisa¬ 
beth Moss and Inherent Vice’s Katherine 
Waterston as two beach-bound vacationers 
whose cottage idyll soon becomes a flash¬ 
point of anxiety and paranoia. Perry has 
cited Roman Polanski as an influence; the 
premise, irresistibly, suggests Knife In the 
Water by way of Bergman’s Persona. 

5. MOMMY 

Since his debut, 25-year-old Quebecois 
prodigy Xavier Dolan has proven a magnet 
for equal vitriol and praise, and Mommy, 
his fifth feature in as many years, has 
scarcely dampened either. The film shared 
the Jury Prize with Jean-Luc Godard’s 
Goodbye to Language at Cannes—a pro¬ 
vocative decision, but not without merit. 
Mommy, while perhaps incomparable to 
the work of the nouvelle vague master 
himself, is nonetheless a sprawling, vigor¬ 
ous film, dazzling in its formal abandon 
and in its drama deeply felt.

6. EDEN 

Mia Hansen-Love’s rich and expansive 
Eden, her fourth feature, spans two 
decades in the life of Paul, a moderately 
successful French DJ closely based on the 
director’s brother, Sven, who co-wrote 
the film. Tracing the rise and fall of the 
Chicago garage scene in Europe through 
the 1990s and beyond—and colliding with 
an upstart duo called Daft Punk on the 
way—Eden is a gentle, nuanced portrait of 
dance culture at the height of its vibrancy, 
as well as of the adolescent revelers who 
grew up with it. 

7. HIGH-RISE 

“Later, as he sat on his balcony eating 
the dog, Dr. Robert Laing reflected on 
the unusual events that had taken place 
within this huge apartment building dur¬ 
ing the previous three months.” So begins 
J.G. Ballard’s unforgettable High-Rise— 
and the novel only gets weirder from 
there. Long regarded as unadaptable, the 
book arrives onscreen at last courtesy of 
British director Ben Wheatley, whose film 
Kill List, encouragingly, boasted a certain 
Ballardian flair for the disturbing and 
drolly macabre.

8. CLOUDS OFSILS MARIA 

Juliette Binoche and Kristen Stewart co- 
star in this story of intergenerational fric¬ 
tion by stalwart French filmmaker Olivier 
Assayas. As middle-aged actress Maria 
Enders, Binoche seems the embodiment 
of world-weariness, a class act resigned to 
waning stardom in an era of blockbusters 


and superhero films. Stewart plays the 
diligent assistant whose youth her boss 
regards as both tonic and depressant; 
the two play off one another with a fizzy 
dynamism. Assayas erects layers of arti¬ 
fice that demand and invite close reading, 
and Stewart, enjoying a rare opportunity 
for autocritique, delivers the performance 
of her career.

9. IT FOLLOWS 

David Robert Mitchell’s previous feature, 
Myth of the American Sleepover, was a 
quiet, sensitive coming-of-age story. It 
Follows, by contrast, is a relentless wide¬ 
screen horror film made in the spirit 
of John Carpenter—quite a surprising 
change of tone and style. More remark¬ 
able still is Mitchell’s deft command of 
the genre: This is horror at its most artful 
and rigorously disciplined, arousing fear 
not through jump scares or gimmicks, 
but rather through nimble editing and 
precise compositions.

10. HEAVEN KNOWS WHAT 
The latest from New York-based filmmak¬ 
ers Josh and Benny Safdie, Heaven Knows 
What emerged as one of the standout 
American films at this year’s Toronto 
International Film Festival, as audiences 
will see when it opens in early 2015. Fol¬ 
lowing the euphoric highs and perilous 
lows in the ever-tumultuous life of Arielle 
Holmes—a homeless heroin addict in her 
twenties the brothers met on the street— 
the film offers a blistering look at a rou¬ 
tine of pain and addiction. 
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ONGOING 

ANNIE Every version of Annie since the 
Broadway original has aimed younger 
and younger. John Huston's 1982 movie 
cut the child-confounding songs "We'd 
Like to Thank You, Herbert Hoover" and 
"New Deal for Christmas," and added 
two ditties about Annie's dog. This new 
flick scraps the 1933 setting altogether 
and plops Annie into contemporary 
Harlem, a bodega playground. Now, in 
"You're Never Fully Dressed Without 
a Smile," your clothes aren't "Beau 
Brummell-y," but "Chanel, Gucci." 
Producers Jay-Z and Will and Jada 
Pinkett Smith must have beamed when 
they discovered that rhyme—and, to 
be fair, their three children are fashion- 
forward. There's a sense that neither 
they nor director Will Gluck know what 
normal kids—the kind they need to buy 
tickets to Annie —think is cool. Instead, 
once again this is an Annie for adults, 
only now the spin is less "Remember 
the social-welfare lessons of the Great 
Depression?" and more "Hey, rich 
people are nice, too." This Annie is so 
modern that the girl's benefactor, Will 
Stacks (Jamie Foxx), is a telecommuni¬ 
cations baron running for mayor. It pre¬ 
sumes that children care a great deal 


about cellphone towers, political cam¬ 
paigns, and Twitter. Still, Quvenzhane 
Wallis, as Annie, is raw, charismatic, 
alive, and unpredictable: In her big¬ 
gest solo number, every time Gluck 
cuts to Annie singing on a stage, it's a 
crapshoot whether she'll be preening 
like Billie Holiday or rocking jerkily side 
to side like Chuck E. Cheese. In short, 
she's a child. The question is if this 
musical has any genuine interest in 
one. (PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark 
Kent didn't have to remove his glasses 
and pocket protector to save the 
world. Then imagine him as fat and 
sweet as a marshmallow. Meet Big 
Hero ffs Baymax, Disney's new cud¬ 
dly champion: a waddling, inflatable 
health care companion who can sense 
your pulse, diagnose disease, and, if 
reprogrammed, kill. Our setting is San 
Fransokyo, a hybrid of California and 
Japan where everyone loves tech 
gadgets and sushi. (Whether the city 
is fictitious or simply the near future is 
up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro (Ryan 
Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 


a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 
To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches 
and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples 
with adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just 
a sweet moppet: He's full of rage and 
despair and ego. He needs Baymax to 
be his family, which means training him 
to fist-bump, and groaning when the 
robot runs out of battery and acts like 
a stumbling, slurring drunk—a moment 
that could have kids later suspiciously 
checking their own parents for a plug. 
(PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS Flip 
open your Bibles to Numbers 12:3 
to find the first inaccuracy in Ridley 
Scott's Exodus: Gods and Kings. "Now 
the man Moses was very meek, above 
all the men which were upon the face 
of the earth," sayeth the Good Book of 
our hero, played by Christian Bale, an 
actor of hauteur even when saddled 
with a combover and potbelly. Bale's 
Moses is a sword-slashing general 
who strides around ancient Egypt 
like he owns the place, which, as the 
adopted son of the Pharaoh, he does, 
at first. This guy is fated to lead a slave 
uprising? The only way Bale's Moses 
could be the humblest man alive is if 
the rest of the planet were killed. The 
pleasures in Exodus are tactile: the 
heavy turquoise bridles worn by the vil¬ 
lainous Ramses II (Joel Edgerton), the 
matching blue-and-white headdresses 
of his soldiers as they dominate the 
Hebrew slave quarters like cotton 
stormtroopers, the zebra and tiger skins 
he uses as carpet, and the unearthly 
pink crab he munches on for dinner. 

We can hear the luxury: Even in chaotic 
battle scenes, you can discern every 
individual clink of the scaly gold armor. 
But Scott, either from fear or distrac¬ 
tion, has no take on what this story 
might mean. A budget this big ensures 
he's gotta sell tickets to Bible-thumpers 
and spectacle-loving heathens alike. 

Yet he can't decide if making rivers run 
with blood is heroic or horrific—you 
sense he'd rather make Gladiator 
II: Attack of the Frogs. Thanks to a 
distracting father versus son versus 
favored adopted son plotline, he essen¬ 
tially has. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

FURY A gloom hangs over writer/director 
David Ayer's brutal war drama Fury that 
only the audience can see. It's April 
1945. The war is already over—Hitler 
just hasn't admitted it. Sergeant Don 
"Wardaddy" Collier (Brad Pitt) suspects 
as much, but he isn't sure. And so he, 
his men, and theirtank roll on through 
the German countryside, shooting and 
dodging a final barrage of bullets that 
is no less fatal for being futile. Instead 
of flags and patriotism, Fury is about 
filth: the basins of blood, the smears on 
the soldiers' exhausted faces, the bod¬ 
ies pushed around by bulldozers, and 
a decomposing corpse that's melted 
into the mud. The men's moods are 


equally dark. Collier's team—dumb hick 
Grady (Jon Bernthal), temperamental 
but wounded Gordo (Michael Pena), 
and stock religious guy Bible (Shia 
LaBeouf)—has had the mixed fortune 
of surviving every battle. The squad's 
fifth man has just been shot, and the 
first thing his replacement, a typist 
named Norman (Logan Lerman), is 
ordered to do is mop up his predeces¬ 
sor's blood and dispose of his face, 
which has been flung in the corner 
like melted cheese. This is a film about 
present-traumatic stress disorder, a 
condition none of the men have words 
to express. It's structured like a string 
of grenades: Collier's tank just keeps 
chugging toward the next explosion, 
and the men inside are so fixated on 
survival that no one takes the time to 
ask what it all means. In trying to say 
that death is both noble and pointless, 
Fury makes the fatal mistake of so 
many war movies: It divides the battle¬ 
field so that our deaths are lofty, and 
the enemies' mean nothing. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE HOBBIT: THE BATTLE OF THE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk 
of Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored fan¬ 
tasy-combat-simulation project is like 
reviewing some holiday party or a pos¬ 
sibly obligatory family get-together. You 
know whether you're going, you know 
who you'll see there, and you know 
that you'll either grit through it and be 
glad when it's over, or you'll lose your¬ 
self in it and miss the ritual when it's 
gone. Either way, consider this: Once 
the final version of The Battle of the 
Five Armies hits Blu-ray, Jackson's full 
series will take almost a full day of your 
life to get through. And yet, even here, 
at the end of all things Middle-earth, 
the filmmaking and world-crafting and 
orc-decapitations are still brash and 
vigorous, still lavish, rousing, grating, 
wearying, and hilarious, both intention¬ 
ally and un-. When ore and dwarf spill 
through fog onto a silvery frozen lake, 
and then in that roller-rink moonscape 
gorgeousness keep their grudge 
match going both above and under the 
ice, you may carp that it's all just too 
much. But it's hard not to marvel at 
just how much too-much Jackson has 
whipped up—and how much of it was 
inspired. The film builds to a series of 
boss battles against scarred and gum- 
fleshed ore chiefs Tolkien didn't even 
bother putting in the book. They're indi¬ 
vidually spectacular, staged with the 
full Jackson invention and brio—he's 
as good at this stuff as anyone in the 
history of movies. But they just keep 
coming, like frozen yogurt from a self- 
serve spigot a kid didn't bother turning 
off, more and more in a relentless gush. 
The Hobbit is less a trilogy than it is a 
heaping mound of sugary goo. (PG-13)

HORRIBLE BOSSES 2 The third 
greatest scourge of the earth, right 
after online comments sections and 
bedbugs, is the unfunny comedy 
sequel, which may be why you think 
you should skip Horrible Bosses 2. The 
miraculous surprise is that Horrible 
Bosses 2 isn't terrible at all. It's looser, 
breezier, more confident than its pre¬ 
decessor. The first movie's big poke 
in the ribs was that Jennifer Aniston, 
America's sweetheart, was actually 
saying "cock" and "boner," a concept 
that was probably funnier when it was 
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still just a concept. Aniston reappears 
here, having expanded her repertoire 
of things you shouldn't say in polite or 
even impolite company, but somehow 
she's funnier this time, not just in on 
the joke but integral to it. Horrible 
Bosses 2 riffs on the "What could pos¬ 
sibly go wrong?" rhetoric that's as old 
as comedy itself. Everything that could 
does. Having freed themselves from the 
employers who'd squelched their joie 
de vivre in the first movie, Nick (Jason 
Bateman), Kurt (Jason Sudeikis), and 
Dale (Charlie Day) have launched their 
own business, but high-powered biz 
guy Bert Hanson (an endearingly sin¬ 
ister Christoph Waltz) cheats them. To 
retaliate, they hatch a plan to kidnap 
his grown son, hail-fellow-well-met 
asshole Rex (Chris Pine, who makes an 
excellent eyelash-fluttering boy-man 
sociopath). The film works because it's 
filled with curlicues rather than all-out 
gags. The three leads are less funny 
for big comedy moments than for just 
how they are: Their petty aggravations, 
their up-front eye rolling, their ludi¬ 
crous malapropisms—not to mention 
their furtive communications via pink 
toy walkie-talkies—add up to a kind of 
mad, Three Stooges-style bonhomie. 
They can't get along with one another, 
but you can't imagine them apart. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES: 

MOCKING JAY-PART 1 Mockingjay 
is where author Suzanne Collins' books 
go from solid to superlative. This is 
a story about ethical compromise 
where the heroine is willing to kill, 
and it asks its audience to recognize 
that even her allies are a little bit rot¬ 
ten—and to accept that maybe that's 
half-OK. Since Mockingjay has been 
divvied up into two segments, this film 
is all about the buildup to war. Next 
year's installment will have most of 
the action—here, the battle is waged 
on TV. The narrative thrust is simply 
Jennifer Lawrence's Katniss shooting 
several pro-revolution commercials. 

But it works because we're fascinated 
by media fights—thousands occur 
online every day. A story beat where a 
lullaby that Katniss casually sings on 
camera ripples onward to become the 
chant of four dozen civilians marching 
toward their own massacre feels like 
both high-concept tragedy and the next 
evolution of #AlexFromTarget. Yet the 
film's fixation on Katniss means that 
we still aren't given a chance onscreen 
to explore Collins' elaborate world. 
Katniss keeps the film human—here, 
elevated to an icon, she looks away 
embarrassed when the District 13 
crowd applauds her latest ad. Director 
Francis Lawrence keeps his camera 
close to star Jennifer Lawrence's sad 
eyes as she strides through the rubble 
Katniss has triggered. Many have died 
in her name, yet Mockingjay only occa¬ 
sionally shows us the corpses, charred 
wraiths whose exposed ribcages look 
like mouths screaming for liberty. 
Instead, the director pans to where the 
franchise's real war has always raged: 
Katniss' conscience. Since Jennifer 
Lawrence can say more with a cha¬ 
grined side-eye than most actresses 
could with a page-long speech, it 
works. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

INTERSTELLAR There's so much 
space in Christopher Nolan's nearly 
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three-hour intergalactic extravaganza 
Interstellar that there's almost no room 
for people. This is a gigantosaurus 
movie entertainment, set partly in 
outer space and partly in a futuristic 
dustbowl America where humans are in 
danger of dying out, and Nolan—who 
co-wrote the script with his brother, 
Jonathan—has front-loaded it with 
big themes and even bigger visuals. 
Interstellar is supposedly all about 
what it means to be human, but it's 
supersized in case we really are so 
out of touch with being human that 
we need to have everything blown 
up IMAX-big. "We used to look up 
at the sky and wonder at our place 
in the stars," says Cooper, Matthew 
McConaughey's farmer-astronaut- 
dreamer in one of his many, many proc¬ 
lamations about life, family, and the 
cosmos. "Now we just look down and 
worry about our place in the dirt." But 
even the dirt in Interstellar\ooks spec¬ 
tacularly art-directed. Launched into 
a wormhole to scout new worlds for 
possible human habitation, Cooper and 
his colleagues encounter frozen worlds 
and watery ones, and the dangers they 
face are both existential and specific. 
The universe Nolan has invented for 
them is vast, awe-inspiring, and ter¬ 
rifying. But if Nolan is so godlike, you'd 
think he'd be better with actors. They 
don't stand a shooting star's chance 
in Interstellar. Anne Hathaway's big 
moment—her only moment, really—is 
a quavery speech about true love. In 
what should be McConaughey's most 
moving scene—he faces the reality 
that his children have aged by 23 years, 
while he's only a few hours older—we 
can see McConaughey working the 
strings. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

INTO THE WOODS No matter how 
it performs in theaters, Stephen 
Sondheim's and James Lapine's dark, 
glorious, and supremely messy fairytale 
mash-up musical/therapy session is 
now forever a pop-culture curio that 
unwary kids will stumble upon to 
their bafflement and betterment. The 
princess-party punchbowl has forever 
been spiked. Here's wicked stepsisters 
who hack off toes to cram their feet 
into Cinderella's slippers. And here's 
a Cinderella (Anna Kendrick) whose 
flock of bird companions occasionally 
peck out her enemies' eyes. Better still: 
Sumptuously gowned, Cinderella flees 
prince and ball three nights running 
for reasons she doesn't understand 
herself until much later, after she has 
won everything any princess-minded 
tween has ever ached for—come to 
find out, the wishing beats the hell 
out of the having. The wishing for a 
big-screen Into the Woods might be 
best the reality, too, despite Kendrick's 
glittering turn and the wonders of 
Sondheim's brittle-witty score, which is 
mostly intact. Onstage, Into the Woods 
is an exhausting triumph—it's the show 
whose first half your relatives adore, 
and whose second, when Grimm and 
Freud met Pirandello, leaves them 
restless and discomfited. Onscreen, 
exhaustion sets in much earlier. Into 
the Woods is all about archetypes run¬ 
ning hither and thither, questing and 
belting, their stories glancing against 
each other in that fairytale space 
of the title. In a live performance, 
we can observe multiple stories at 


once, the actors occupying different 
copses—we're invited to savor the cor¬ 
respondences. In the movie, director 
Rob Marshall simply cuts from one tale 
to the next, isolating his actors. There's 
little sense that the fairytale space 
is a shared one—it's just a bunch of 
noisy incident transpiring in unrelated 
treestands. (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THE JUDGE God save us from old coots 
and the actors who play them. Is that 
a terrible thing to say? Actors, like 
the rest of us, grow old, and there 
aren't a whole lot of good roles avail¬ 
able to them. But do we really need to 
see Robert Duvall playing a withered 
grouch for the millionth time? There's 
only so much squintin' and grousin' 
an audience can bear, and in David 
Dobkin's The Judge —a Midwestern 
drama in which bits and pieces of 
John Grisham courtroom showmanship 
bump up against Alexander Payne- 
style family angst—Duvall reaches 
new, exhausting depths of cootery. He 
plays crabby patriarch Joseph Palmer, 
a respected small-town Indiana judge 
and the father of Robert Downey Jr.'s 
Hank, a hotshot big-city lawyer known 
for keeping obviously guilty thugs out 
of jail. Hank never looked back after 
leaving the family homestead. But his 
mother's funeral draws him back, and 
he finds himself square in the beady- 
eyed gaze of old Joseph's seeming 
hatred. It turns out, though, that Daddy 
Palmer might need the help of the son 
he reviles: After possibly going on a 
bender—he's been sober for years— 
the judge finds himself a suspect in 
what may be a vehicular homicide, and 
the case against him is strong (though 
the movie fails to make us understand 
why). Nothing Downey does here is 
unexpected, and Duvall is often at his 
worst, screwing up his face in locust- 
cloud disgust whenever his most 
unloved son dares to challenge him, or 
crumpling into a total cutie-pie when 
his granddaughter, Hank's little girl 
(Emma Tremblay), asks him if he's going 
to take her out for an ice-cream cone.

NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 
dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. 

Even when Robert De Niro does it, 
weight change isn't acting—it's the 
antithesis of acting, merely a symbol 
of an actor's dedication and not the 
tensile, complicated act of commit¬ 
ment itself, which can unspool only 
in performance. But you could say 
that in reshaping his body and face, 
Gyllenhaal has achieved a kind of art 
direction of the self. His eyes, almost 
inhumanly enormous within that now- 
bony face, are as much a part of the 
look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself 
as a version of the Tony Perkins of 
Psycho, an Adam's apple with a sick, 
brilliant mind attached. Gyllenhaal is 
the polestar of Nightcrawler —just as 
he's fixated on the grisly crimes and 
accidents of his city, we can't look 
away from him. That seems to be part 
of writer/director Gilroy's design. He's 
infused Nightcrawler with a number of 


ideas, free-floating through the movie 
like fireflies: Gilroy takes on the news 
media's lust for increasingly prurient 
stories and graphic news footage, and 
the way crimes against white people 
take precedence over anything that 
happens to a person of color. But on 
the strength of Gyllenhaal's perfor¬ 
mance, Nightcrawler works best as a 
character study. It's chilling, but also 
wickedly funny and strange, like a 
good, dark Brian De Palma joke—in 
short, it's everything the stolid and 
humorless Gone Girl should have been.

PENGUINS OF MADAGASCAR 
Talking-animal spy comedy Penguins 
of Madagascar, a spin-off of 
talking-animal prison-break comedy 
Madagascar and its sequels, plays like 
a sampler of Dreamworks Animation's 
worst creative impulses: sugar-rush 
pacing, pandering meta-gags, and 
a slick, flavorless animation style. 

These pervasive shortcomings make 
it impossible to enjoy this desperate- 
to-please film's two most distinctive 
assets: voice actors John Malkovich's 
and Benedict Cumberbatch's comically 
unhinged performances as the film's 
wet-blanket antagonists. Malkovich's 
Octavius Brine, a malevolent octopus, 
and Cumberbatch's Classified, an 
uptight wolf-cum-superspy, serve as 
comic foils for the hyperactive, happy- 
go-lucky penguin protagonists: bossy 
Skipper (Tom McGrath), level-headed 
Kowalski (Chris Miller), dimwitted Rico 
(Conrad Vernon), and nervous-nelly 
Private (Christopher Knights). Following 
these devil-may-care penguins' manic 
attempts to help Classified stop Brine 
from kidnapping penguins around 
the world is like being trapped on a 
runaway wooden roller coaster for 95 
minutes. First Skipper and his group 
binge on junk food at Fort Knox. Then 
they flee from evil octopi in a Venetian 
gondola race. Then they crash-land 
in Hong Kong, and try to stop Brine 
from kidnapping local zoo penguins. 
Skipper's gang stumble around and 
needle both Classified and Brine with 
their monotonous quirks, like McGrath's 
fine-in-small-doses Captain Kirk-esque 
inflection and Knights' squeaky-toy 
stammer. It all just makes you want to 
root for the exasperated bad guys. (PG) 
Simon Abrams. Countywide. 

TOP FIVE Chris Rock couldn't have 
planned it this way, but his exuberant 
and wondrous comedy Top Five, opening 
at just the right time, is like an airdrop 
of candy over a country shaken by 
Ferguson and the Eric Garner grand jury 
decision. That's not to say Rock glosses 
over serious issues, or, for that matter, 
that he hits them hard. But somehow 
Top Five has its finger on the pulse of 
right now, not just in terms of race in 
America—but in terms of how we're all 
trying to do the best we can, with no 
jobs, a buttload of creeps in Congress, 
and dashed hopes of anything coming 
close to equality or fairness. The story 
of a hugely successful comedian and 
actor—played by Rock himself—who 
turns away from comedy because he 
just doesn't "feel funny anymore," Top 
Five reminds us that as often as com¬ 
edy fails, sometimes it's our best hope 
for resuscitation. Rock's Andre Allen 
has just released a historical drama 
about the Haitian Revolution (it's called 
Uprize), and he's about to tie the knot 


with a reality-TV star, Gabrielle Union's 
Erica. He wanders New York with a 
Times reporter (Rosario Dawson), walk¬ 
ing and talking, laughing and bickering, 
trying to suss out which elements of 
their conversation are typical star-vs.- 
journalist BS and which might actually 
be some kind of truth. Top Five moves 
fast and almost never lets up. Its jokes 
unfold in complex layers: They're 
rarely just race-related, or political, or 
connected to the universal needs and 
wants of human beings—often they're 
all three at once. Seeing it at the end 
of a crap week, I suddenly felt I could 
breathe again. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

WILD For reasons that are perhaps under¬ 
standable, stories about women finding 
themselves—or their voices, or their 
inner courage, or any number of things 
that are apparently very easy to mis¬ 
lay—are big business. But even if Cheryl 
Strayed's 2012 memoir Wild: From Lost 
to Found on the Pacific Crest 7ra/7 fits 
the classic self-discovery template per¬ 
fectly, it's at least lively and entertain¬ 
ing. This account of the author's 1,100- 
mile trek up the Pacific Crest Trail—a 
trip she took alone, in 1995, as a way 
of coping with her mother's untimely 


death and the fact that her own life 
had gone seriously off the rails—works 
both as travel writing and a supremely 
candid interior monologue. The chances 
of messing up the movie version were 
great: How do you dramatize a story 
that essentially consists of walking and 
thinking—breathtaking scenery notwith¬ 
standing? Jean-Marc Vallee pulls it off 
in Wild, in which Reese Witherspoon, 
as Strayed, faces down wilderness 
horrors like egg-frying heat, mountain 
passes clogged with snow, and ill-fitting 
boots. This woman-vs.-nature battle is, 
of course, really a woman-vs.-herself 
conflict in disguise. Although she's 
joined by the occasional fellow traveler, 
the Strayed of Wild is mostly alone, and 
deeply so, with the memories of her 
mother, Bobbi (Laura Dern). As she says 
in one of the movie's many instances 
of introspective voiceover, "I'm gonna 
walk my way back to the woman my 
mother thought I was." Strayed does 
an awful lot of thinking on that trail, but 
she does a lot of looking too, and Vallee 
and cinematographer Yves Belanger are 
scrupulously alert to her surroundings. 
Witherspoon, meanwhile, kicks any 
potential cuteness right over the ridge.

Turn ’Em Up 

Local bands to watch in 2015 



A s the concept of a music 
scene becomes more fluid 
(thanks, Internet!), it’s hard 
to not blink and miss some¬ 
thing wheedling its way into our aural 
landscape. But there’s a good chunk of 
homegrown talent out to catch your eye, 
young bands and artists not yet jaded by 
the trappings of fame behind the Orange 
Curtain. (Careful, kids—surviving as a big 
fish in a small pond comes with its own 
set of problems.) We spent the better part 
of 12 months scouring clubs and Sound- 
cloud pages to find the next big thing in 
local music. And while we found way 
more gems than the ones listed below, our 
music staff took turns taking bets on the 
bands and artists that have the potential 
to break big this year. Some of them are 
veterans whose time has come, some 
are young, some of them are virtually 
unknown—and all of them are damn good. 
Now if they can only manage to keep their 
egos in check after this. 

TIM GRAY & THE DELUSIONS 

One of the most captivating turns of 
phrase in Tim Gray’s latest release, “Train 
Wreck,” is found in its chorus: “God gave 
you the grace of a train wreck.” And God 
graced us with Gray’s voice. For the now- 
defunct, greatly missed local band Charles 
Mansion, the guitarist/vocalist delivered 
the melodic antithesis to Corey Kaiser’s 
charmingly caustic voice. Now Gray’s 
back with beautiful songs filled with 
insightful lyrics that explore the familiar 
themes of heartbreak, loss and despair, 
each carried by Gray’s unmistake able 
croon. His newly formed band Tim Gray 
& the Delusions (featuring Corey and 
Jason Kaiser, plus Adam Ditt) are sure to 
bring him to the next level in the coming 
year. (Taylor Hamby) 

HERO FOR TODAY 

Think back to your friend’s punk-rock 
band from your pre-prom days, then 
imagine they didn’t suck. Hero for Today 
are four promising musicians from Ran¬ 
cho Santa Margarita who possess equal 
parts dedication and musical energy. Last 
year’s self-titled debut EP was more heart¬ 
felt, but this year’s All You Wanted sounds 
significantly more polished. The title track 
takes us back to the blissful naivete before 
college ruined us. We’re eager to see if 
Hero for Today will continue to shy away 
from vacuous punk pop hits and instead 
create uplifting anthems. (JenaArdell) 

THE GARDEN 

Twins Wyatt and Fletcher Shears (bass 
and drums, respectively) have four 
instruments onstage. That is, if you 


count their bodies, which they often use 
as instruments of destruction, whether 
they’re diving into crowds, fistfight¬ 
ing with each other, or growling and 
convulsing as if they were possessed. 

As the Garden’s haunting, garage-punk 
playing improves, the fun-spirited fury 
they conjure with songs such as “Energy 
Yelp,” “Grass” and “Vada Vada” will only 
intensify. Though the beanpole twosome 
are part-time models contracted for 
campaigns with fashion giant Yves Saint 
Laurent (seriously!), that fact doesn’t 
seem to go to their heads. None of the 
outside attention from the world stage 
matters as much as the one they’re on 
at the moment—which they’re intent on 
destroying. (Nate Jackson) 

BOOGIE 

Though this year was kind to 25-year-old 
Boogie, 2015 could very well be his break¬ 
out year. The Long Beach rapper released 
his latest album, Thirst 48, without 
much fanfare, though he was featured on 
popular indie EDM act SBTRKT’s highly 
anticipated sophomore effort. In addition 
to the great, thorough piece on the up- 
and-comer in our sister publication LA 
Weekly, you can find Boogie in features 
by indie-blog tastemakers such as Passion 
of the Weiss and high-traffic aggregators 
such as HotNewHipHop. (Patrick Montes) 

NILU 

As with a fine wine, Nilu only gets better 
with time. The Iranian-American musi¬ 
cian seemed destined for instant acco¬ 
lades in 2012 thanks to “Sing for You,” a 
viral piano ballad that introduced us to 
her enticing vocals and pensive songwrit¬ 
ing. It wouldn’t be until January of this 
year that she graced newfound fans with 
Dichotomy, an impressive four-song EP. 
But a lot has happened for the 26-year-old 
since then, including teaming up with 
Grammy Award-winning producer and 
former American Idol judge Randy Jack- 
son as her manager and crafting a full- 
length album, slated for release sometime 
next year. (Gabriel San Roman) 

NAMEBRAND 

NameBrand may very well be the most 
talented representative of Long Beach’s 
Colton High. Epic Records’ Sha Money 
XL—who’s partly responsible for the 
meteoric rise of 50 Cent and who signed 
2 Chainz to Def Jam during his tenure 
there—linked the upstart with Epic as 
though he were a first-round draft pick. 

If one of the most astute minds from 
the business side of hip-hop believes in 
someone, you pay attention. Not only that, 
but NameBrand has worked closely with 


Willie B, the producer best known for 
his inclusion in the very small circle sur¬ 
rounding Kendrick Lamar’s TDE camp. 
Power 106 affiliates Los Angeles Leak¬ 
ers also work with NameBrand, having 
released and premiered his recent Great 
Tape II project. (Patrick Montes) 

SKELETON JAM BAND 

Skeleton Jam Band blend spaghetti west¬ 
ern, folk and psychedelic grunge sounds 
with the harmonica, accordion, tambou¬ 
rine and electric guitar. Quinton Salazar 
(vocals) and Jack Rose (lead guitar) also 
make their own percussion by filling cof¬ 
fee cans with toothpicks and rattling keys, 
a nod to a time when songs were a way to 
pass time while aboard large merchant 
ships. Their first, 11-track album, Into the 
West, is slated for release at the end of 
January. (Taylor Morgan) 

PECKS 

Pecks’ skill behind the mic is impeccable. 
Since May, the 19-year-old MC/graffiti 
artist has preceded hip-hop’s biggest acts 
on stages throughout OC, most recently 
at the Yost Theater, just before headliner 
A$AP Ferg. In July, Pecks released A City 
Kid, which offers revving wordplay and 
entendres that put the youngster in a 
whole new class. (Nick Nuk’em) 


GRN+GLD 

In 2014, the beat scene seemed to belong 
to GRN+GLD Collective, a younger crop 
of producers who made noise through¬ 
out the live-music scene. Nine or 10 guys 
from all over OC—Huntington Beach, 
Santa Ana, Diamond Bar—collaborated on 
tracks; mixed and mastered one another’s 
EPs; pushed the envelope that had been 
licked, stamped and sealed by their LA 
counterparts; and added some OC flavor 
by making it a little grimier, cruder, more 
garage-y. (Adam Lovinus) 

BREACH THE SUMMIT 

They have been on our radar for a while, 
but this year, Breach the Summit are 
poised for indie-rock godhood. They 
picked up OC Music Award nomina¬ 
tions for Best New Artist in 2013 and a 
subsequent nod for Best Pop in 2014, 
and their debut EP, The City, definitely 
turned some heads. In between the noms, 
they were pleasantly surprised to be 
approached by Avenged Sevenfold’s man¬ 
agement for representation. Taking into 
account their catchy hooks and the mul¬ 
titasking talents of front man/drummer/ 
overall charmer Olen Kittelsen, their 
string of successes isn’t too surprising— 
and all the more reason to watch them 
soar in 2015. (Heidi Darby)

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Pop Dream 

Fitz and the Tantrums are the real deal

B efore a recent radio-sponsored 
holiday arena show outside 
her native Denver, Fitz and 
the Tantrums co-singer Noelle 
Scaggs couldn’t help but grin as she took 
a glance at the roaring crowd from the 
backstage area. The sound of their grow¬ 
ing mainstream success was almost deaf¬ 
ening. While they drew strong crowds 
across the country this year, hearing the 
crowd in her home state screaming and 
singing along was unlike anything she had 
experienced in the band’s most successful 
year to date. 

“I didn’t realize we had so many fans in 
Colorado, and for me, [that] was the first 
time the crowd was so loud I was basically 
taken aback,” she explains over the phone 
from her current home in LA. 

Their sophomore effort, More Than 
Just a Dream, was released in 2013 to 
tepid critical reviews. But commercially, 
the album has been a rousing success, 
spawning two hit singles in “Out of My 
League” and “The Walker,” which was 
featured as the theme song for the 2014 
World Series. Fitz and the Tantrums 
were also one of the most played bands 
on radio this past year, as they grew 
from a Los Angeles neo-soul favorite to 
a pop band. 

“This record picked up a lot of steam 
for us since it was released,” Scaggs says. 
“It’s been our thing since the beginning of 
this band to hit the road running and get 
our music out as far as possible.” 

For the better part of the past year, 

Fitz and the Tantrums have taken their 
energetic show on the road. A couple of 
years removed from the recording pro¬ 
cess, Scaggs says, the band were confident 
and proud of the songs they had writ¬ 
ten for this album, but they weren’t sure 


it would translate to the masses. “The 
record could have easily not done well 
because we really focused these songs [to 
be] very pop-friendly,” she says. “We’ve 
always done pop music, but because there 
was a retro-soul/’80s-new-wave-inspired 
sound, we were being pigeonholed by a 
lot of people. We wanted to show we were 
more than just a trend that was happening 
at the time, and we’re glad it translated 
the way it did.” 

Fitz and the Tantrums rarely take time 
off, but when they do, they can hardly sit 
still. During the band’s recent lull in activ¬ 
ity, Scaggs has been busy writing songs 
and working on her food blog. And so far 
for 2015, the only tour dates on the books 
are two shows in South America. But first, 
the singer says, the sextet plan to take a 
few months off before beginning in the 
spring to work on their third album. 

Even with the growing expectations 
surrounding their next album, Scaggs 
can’t help but relish what Fitz and the 
Tantrums have accomplished thus far. 
Though she and her band mates remain 
sharply focused on writing music 
they’re proud of, seeing success so tan¬ 
gibly—as they did in Colorado—is what 
excites them six and a half years into 
their career. 

‘We’ve climbed our way to where we 
are now, and it’s rewarding to see both our 
old fans and new ones take a chance on us,” 
she says. “I’m a fan of watching the growth 
of any band, and when it’s your own band, 
it’s hard to put into words and define.”

Mysterious Music 

T rying to fit Glorious Wondour into the typical 
taxonomy of local rock bands is a little dif¬ 
ficult.

But considering we've heard them 
play alongside the now-defunct band Mt. Ossa 
(including at the Weekly's Summerfest bash last 
June), we realize that even when you have them 
playing right in front of you, you're not always 
sure where the music is gonna go. Imagine a 
Day-Glo-infusion of indie pop with a psychedelic 
bent, tons of effect-laden bass and vocals drip¬ 
ping with delay. Mt. Ossa drummer Tony Tancredi 
recently joined the band's original lineup of Matt 
"Zigzag" McKenzie and Tommy Dumont, and he 
helped co-engineertheirforthcoming record. 

We spoke with the drummer about the band's 
mysterious new sound, which we hope will be a 
glorious surprise. 

OC WEEKLY; You joined the band fairly recently, 
but you've been friends with Matt and Tommy for 
a while. Why did you decide to start playing with 
them after Mt. Ossa broke up? 

TONY TANCREDI: Matt and Tommy had been 
jamming for about a year or so and not playing 
very many shows. Matt was also the guy who 
did all of our live projections and visuals for 
our shows. When they saw that Mt. Ossa were 
splitting up, they asked if I wanted to play with 
them, and I said, "Man, I've been watching you 
guys play for a while now, and I already have 
drum parts in my head. I'm ready to go." They're 
both great players, and what Matt is doing with 
his bass, a lot of times it doesn't sound like a 
bass—sometimes it sounds like a choir or an 
organ. He's good at what he does, and I'm glad to 
be a part of it. 

Has having live drums changed how the band 
writes songs? 

Matt and Tommy gave me some room to play, 
which is cool. Before that, they had a drum track 
for every song. So it was a cool opportunity to 
hearthe drum part that Matt wrote and write

something else to it, so that, together, we sound 
like one big drummer. 

Describe the new songs you guys have been 
working on. 

It's bass-heavy. There are two bass players— 
Tommy and Matt—so it's bass on bass, with 
drums and a loop playing in the background. 

With Matt's vocal effects, it sounds like he's 
shouting from the top of a mountain. Actually, his 
mic is 6 inches above where it should be, so he 
literally gets on his toes and reaches upward to 
sing. I guess it's bass-heavy music with a New 
Age flair. 

Matt has gained the nickname "Zigzag" recently. 
Mow'd he earn that one? 

I actually gave it to him because if you look at 
a pack of Zig-Zag papers, he looks exactly like 
the guy [on it], with the beard, the mustache, 
everything. 

Having as much steam as you did with Mt. Ossa 
before the band broke up, how does it feel get¬ 
ting back on the horse and starting over with 
another band? 

I'm trying to look at it with a fresh mind. The 
fan base is different, the music is different, so 
I'm trying to look at it like I've never been in a 
band before. And I'm trying to say, "Here's my 
new thing." This music deserves to see the 
light of day, and I really believe in these guys. 
No one's really heard us yet, we don't have 
anything online, so all we can do is start from 
square one.
